SIZES 

It  seems  that  the  majority  of  people  who  buy  bulbs  do  not 
understand  the  sizes.  Commercially  they  are  listed  from  No.  1 
down  to  No.  6,  and  recently  some  growers  on  new  high  priced 
varieties  are  listing  a  No.  7,  which  usually  is  no  better  than  a  large 
bulblet,  if  peeled,  and  sometimes  not  so  good.  We  are  listing  our 
bulbs  this  year  in  three  sizes,  as  follows: 

Large^ — These  are  1  inch  and  average  about  1%  inches.  Many 
much  larger,  according  to  variety.  These  should  all  produce  from 
1  to  3  spikes  of  bloom,  and  for  each  spike  you  get  a  bulb. 

Medium  are  %  to  1  in.  and  should  all  give  good  blooms,  but 
a  week  or  two  later. 

Small  will  average  over  %  in.  in  size  and  if  planted  earjy 
and  given  good  care  many  of  them  will  bloom  this  year,  but  will 
be  still  later  than  the  medium  and  not  so  large  a  bloom,  and  will 
give  you  nice  medium  and  large  bulbs  for  planting  next  year. 

The  sizes  are  abreviated  L.  for  Large,  M.  for  Medium,  S.  for 
Small. 

Corunna — A  strikingly  unusual  flower.  The  soft  garnet  red 
blossoms  are  large  with  widely  spreading,  pointed  petals.
